In the Year 1719, the late Mr. Henry Hoare, and ſeveral other well-diſpoſed Gentlemen, deſirous to lay the 
Foundation of. a moſt beneficent and extenſive Charity, viz. That of providing for ſuch ſick and needy Perſons, as 
were deſtitute of proper Aſſiſtance, and oftentimes of common Neceſſaries ; after frequent Meetings and due Conſidera- 
tion, concurred at laſt in Opinion, that nothing would more effectually anſwer the end propoſed, than fixing an 
Infirmary in St. Margaret's Pariſh, Weſtminſter, (a Part of the Town where ſomething of this Sort ſeem'd to be 
moſt wanted) and ſupporting the ſame by voluntary Subſcriptions from Year to Year, Accordingly they 
formed themſelves into a Society, took a Houſe in Petty-Fraxce for this Purpoſe, afterwards removed into 
Chatel-ſtreet, (where they now are) and are known by the Name of The Society for relieving the Sich and Needy at 
the Publick Infirmary in Weſtminſter. 9

men who ſaw this Abuſe, and knew how to reform it, propoſed their Schemes, but were always oppoſed and 
over · ruled. ine de bee a e o obo.

At length the Matter grew too flagrant to be longer conniv'd at, and at a full Meeting of the Society, an 
Order was made to the following Purport, viz. That the Phyſicians, Surgeons, Apothecaries and Druggiſts who 
were of the. Society, ſhould be @ ſtanding Committee for the Inſpection and Approbation of fuch Medicines and Drugs as it 
ſhould be bought neceſſary to provide for the Uſe of the Infirmary. That this Committee ſhould meet every firſt Monday 
in the Montþ, al whith time two of the Apothecaries (who were to take their Turn by Rotation) ſhould lay before them, 
For their. Juſdection, ſuch Medicines and Drugs as the Phyſicians ſhould direct; wad as the Committee approved or diſ- 
approved theredf, they ſhould be purchaſed or rejected.

This Committee has anſwer'd all our Expectations: The Medicines are no longer defective; and this impor- 
tant Article of our Expences is, I aſſure you, lefſen'd to a ſurpriſing Degree. q 5 py | 
After this, proper Enquiries were made into other Abuſes, which nearly concern'd the Welfare and Credit o 
the Society, and ſuch, Enquiries ftrenuouſly oppoſed, for what Reaſons the Oppoſers beſt know; but it was 
happy for us that the Reformers were a Majority. The laſt Effort to diſtreſs our Meaſures was a Scheme form'd 
to remove the Infirmary to Lanaſborough-Hoiſe, by which we of this Neighbourhood ſhould have been rendered 
incapable, as it were, of attending the publick Bufineſs of the Society with ſuch Affiduity as was 1 This 
Project was diſapproved of by much the greateſt Part of our Society, who were deſirous (when our Circumſtances 
would permit us to extend our Charity, by augmenting the Number of Patients) of removing to ſome Houſes 
ropoſed to us by our \worthy Benefactor Mr. Green, which, in our Judgments, were more commodious 
— for us and the poor People under our Care. This Contrariety of Opinions concerning the diffe- 
rent Houſes propos'd, occaſion'd ſome warm Debates; to calm which for the preſent, it was propos'd at a 
General Board,  unanimouſly{Reſolved, and in Entry of ſuch Reſolution made upon our Books, That the 
farthor Conſideration of "this Matter ſhould be ſuſpended for ſix Weeks, and thut no new Houſe at all ſhould be 
taken or contratted- for till after ibe Expiration of that time. ls it to be credited, that immediately after this /olemr: 
Reſolution, (or before it) Lane/borough-Houſe was actually taken for an Infirmary, by ſome Gentlemen who con- 
ſented to the Suſpenſion for fix Weeks? The Conſequence youll eaſily imagine =— A Separation enſued ; the 
firſt Step to which was a formal Reſignation made by the Phyfictans and Surgeon.” Surpriz*d and griev'd thus

Everal Vell. di ſpoſed Forbes having long obferved that ther was "as Hoſpict within the Liberty of Wen. 
miner, for the Relief of the many poor, ſick and lame Objects that offered; and that fuch an Hoſpital 
was abſolutely neceſſary in ſo large and populous a City; rhoſe in London being by no Means ſufficient: They 
therefore agreed to ſet on Foot a Subſcription tor an Inſirmary there, to reheve ſuch Poor, fick and lame Ferſons 
as ſhould appear to the Subſcribers to be proper Objects of Charity. 
Accordingly in the Year 1719, a Subſcription was opened, and a Houſe was taken and fitted up in Pine Rune

continued.

A Committee was appointed to conduct that Affair, and a Draught 
of One made and agreed to, wherein all Subſcribers were included, agrecable to our original Contract, the Pre- 
amble abovemention d. About Lady-Day many new Subſcribers came in. Whether this alarm'd the Gentle- 
mien ſince ſeparated from us, themſelves beſt know; but a material Change was made in the Charter, when and 
how is the Queſtion, only ſuch and ſuch were to be Governors, which provoked the Society fo far, that they 
' choſe a Committee to petition againſt it. This is the main Cauſe of their Diſlike of the Lady-Day Subſcribers. 
For if the Smallneſs of Contributions be look*d at, they had as ſmall among themſelves. 5 
We come now to the Reaſon for Lanesborough-Houſe, tho* ſomewhat of the lateſt. I wiſh that Place had ten 

times more Conveniencies than 1t has, and therefore ſhall not endeavour to decry them, only one muſt be ſingled out 
to ſhew the peculiar Force of thoſe Gentlemens Reafoning. Tis ſo near, the Governors might attend without In- 
conveniency. If this be meant of the Old Attenders, tis falſe in Fact: if of the New Governors of the Hoſpi- 
tal, it cou'd be of no Conſequence to us in our Debates ; unleſs, as the Minority urged before their Merits paſt, ſo 
here they inſiſt upon their Merits 20 come.

Their Brethren, at a ſubſequent General Board, refuſed to concur, and they did the thing without them. This 
was twenty Days after it had been reſolved finally to agree with Mr. Green. No matter for that, the Minority had 
ſtrong Reſolutions at leaft, to contradict their own Hand-writing. Perhaps it will be ſaid, Was not that ſubſcrib- 
ing during Pleaſure, and to be recalPd at Will? Yes: But ſurely it bound, while they poſitively declared they 
did not recall it, That they were Members of the Society and would continue ſuch, | That they had no Deſign to 
hurt it, That Lanesberough- Houſe was taken by Gentlemen for private Je, for their. «wn Uſe, or to that Effect, 
of which there are above 100 living Witneſſes, preſent at the Board of September 27, not but they ſtill generouſly 
offer d Lanesborough-Howſe, or Part of it at leaſt, to the Board, if they pleaſed to accept of it. The Refuſal 
whereof they call a great Uncivility, as I have been inform'd. | 
- They proceed in their Narrative, and after ſaying they reſolved to carry on the Charity at Lanesborough- Houſe, 
immediately follows, Thereupon the Phyſicians and Surgeons acquainted the Board, &c. I appeal to any inge- 
nuous Reader, if he does not hereby underſtand, that the Reſignation was made at the General Board already 
mentioned, whereas the direct contrary was there ſolemnly declared. *Twas the Night following, September 28, 
at a Weekly Board, and nor till then, the Private Uſe became Publick, thoſe Members of our Society deſired to 
be diſmiſs'd, a ſure Token they belonged to it before, and therefore ought to have been bound by their own Sub- 
ſcriptions. I am inform'd this ſudden Change of Declarations was occafion'd by a Gentleman more honourable than 
ſome about him, who flatly and fairly told them, that he would leave them it they were not explicit. They de- 
fign*d us no Hurt the Night before, and yet they had then ſpoke to all they could get at, to ſend their Money to 
them in Oppoſition to us, really at leaſt, tho“ not avowedly. For ſome have actually contributed there without ſo 
much as knowing there was any Charity at all ſtill ſubſiſting at the Old Place, or any Diſagreement among the 
T ruftees.
